The real American Revolution of 


150 years ago was in the thinking of 
the people. "The shot heard round i 
the world" rang out at Lexington on 
April 10. 1775, but the Revolution 
was well along In its making 
long 


before that in hundreds of 
town . 


meetings throughout the 
colonies, j 


and in the letters and resolutions of 
committees of correspondence which 
•wore in most cases the spokesmen of 
the town meetings. There the public 
opinion developed which, more really 
than the military campaigns, n-as the 
Revolution Itself. The military cam- 
paigns were the fight of the people 
to establish beyond recall the prin- 
ciples of freedom 
which had 
had 


their first expression in the 
town 


meetings. 


One hundred miles west of Boston 


in Massachusetts is the typical New 
England town, of Amherst. 
It was 


typical In 1775 as now. It Is the 
town whose "Little Yankee College" 
graduated the present President of 
the United States in 1895. From the 
old town records 
of Amherst we 


learn that although a majority of its 
people were ardent patrlotls 150 
yeais ago, there were some.

Of course 
tbe more eggs used, the more valuable 
aa food is the custard. 


Thin custards for sauces to use In 


place of cream are very good with one 
egg to a pint of milk and augar and 
flavoring to taste.

When baking custards always plaet 


the dish or mold in hot water enough 
to come up well 'on the sides, btt not 
boll over Into the dish.

"Tiiplk nnd Iglbo, summer tent and 


irlntfT rnck house, are not always In 
the name location. The Eskimo, still 
a hunter, moves his dwellings to sea 
or hill according to whether he Is pur- 
suing the Bavage walrus or searching 
hi* stone or metal trap* for bine foxes 
or other game. 
Summer or winter 


thwe are likely to be Eskimo settle- 
ments at Anorltok and other places 
farther north. 


Not Afraid of Work. 


"The dean of Etah society, by living 


the year round In a rock Igloo nt the 
Inner break of the Etah harbor, 
Boomerang, enables Etah to maintain 
Its reputation. When there was work 
to be done in assembling the planes, 
this old Eskimo chose for himself a 
convenient -viewpoint and restricted 
his heavy labor to overseeing the Job 
of paring a new back plaster whose 
presfflce was proclaimed only by his 
pecnllar stoop. 


"Akkomldlngwa came to be known 


as Old-Crick-In-the-Back. 
He Is fa- 


ther of the tribe's best hunter, Nooka- 
plncwa. The old man has staked out 
for himself a slttlng-out Job and taken 
Into his home as partner and help- 
mate a seventeen-year-old girl whose 
industry Is as unhotlceable as his 
own. 


"As 
nn eater, AMtoroldinzwa Is 


without a peer among the Smith Sound 
Eskimos and he Is as rej^ilar with hl» 
meals as there are meals. Acquisitive 
by nature, his stomach, acting as gen- 
eral staff of operations, looks out for 
Hielf first. 


"When I first heard of him he wa« 


reputed the greatest 'bummer' and 
beggar among a people whose way of 
inviting themselves to partake of the 
white man's food might beget more 
ceninre were It not-for the fact that 
when opportunity arises they are as 
eager to share their own as another'*. 


"Akkomldlngwa Is as clever as any 


of his Juniors nnd has a real sense of 
humor. His head not only serves his 
feet and his stomach, but contains a 
craftiness that he is ready to plnce at 
the disposal of his friends. When" a 
rlsltor wants n. section 
of walrus 


tusk made into a gavel head bearing 
the insignia of ht* lodge, AJckomldlng- 
wa 10 the one who can.do the job. 


"He ct/ncelred a real friendship 


for Doctor Davldoff (Dr. Leo Darldott 
of Boston), .and In return for profes- 
sional services rendered, which not 
only relieved the aches of age but 
also gave the old. man a certain 
•landing la bis own community, ha 
Bade a generous present for which be 
•bstlnately refused any return, Koelz
